The change of front was all brought about 
by Governor Roosevelt.

saying he (the Governor) would hold the 
Mayor personally responsible for any vio- 
lence at the polls tomorrow. 

The Mayor immediately consulted with 
other city officials and Tammany men.

g ward the Mayor went to police headquarters. 
and gave Chief Devery a written order di- 

' Tecting him to rescind his objectionable order 
of Saturday night. The Chief then issued the 
order, as demanded by the Mayor, and it was 
read to the men in the various precincts at 
call tonight. 


Croker Denounces Indictment. 

The indictment of Chief Devery was secured 
without the knowledge or consent of District 
Attorney Asa Bird Gardiner, although his 
name appears in the papers. Colonel Gardi- 
ner says the indictment will not hold. Croker 
says it is an outrage. 

“The indictment is based upon an order is- 
sued by.

When he 
left the Great Northern yesterday morning 
‘for Burnside his step was firm, his eyes were 
brighter, and his voice was extremely good. 


He was not nearly so fatigued as on Satur- 


day night when he came to the hotel after 
his exhaustive campaign on the South Side. 
He arrived at the Illinois Central shops at 
Burnside a little before 12 o'clock, and was 
escorted over to the big machinery hall. 
When work was stopped at noon nearly 2,500 
workingmen gathered in the hall to hear 
him. No man ever faced a more attentive 
and intelligent audience. 

A railroad truck had been wheeled out 


in the center of the hall, and from it Judge 


Yates made his address. 


Discusses the Money Question. 
Judge Yates paid particular attention to

monetary proposition. He said that more 
men were employed now than in 90, and, in 
the main, wages were better. He quoted 


Federation of Labor, in substantiation of the 
proposition that there were 8,000,000 more 
men at work than there was in 98, when the 
Democratic party came into power. Judge 
Yates spoke for nearly twenty minutes, 
and when he was through the workingmen 
came up to him in great numbers, shaking 
hands with him and assuring him of ‘their 
best wishes and support. At least half a 
dozen of the skilled told him 
they had voted for his father, forty years 
ago, and would take great pleasure in re- 
membering the son today. 

Judge Yates went from Burnside to South

EXPECT TROUBLE IN KENTUCKY. 


Clash Between State and Federal Of- 
ficers Feared—Judges Issue Or- 
ders Bearing on question. 


Louisville, Ky., Nov. 5.—[Special. 
presence at the polls tomorrow of Deputy 
United States Marshals presages a conflict 
between the civil and federal authorities. 
The civil authorities claim to be advised 
that there is no law permitting the presence 
of federal marshals, and in many of the cir- 
cult judicial districts instructions have been 
given to arrest the deputies if they attempt 
to take any part in the election. This is al- 
most certain to result in counter arrests, at 
the instigation of Federal Judge Evans. 

Circuit Judges Tarvin, Hodge, Saufley, and 
Barker have already declared themselves, 
and the other Judges will act as occasion 
warrants. In his charge to the grand jury 
today Judge Barker of Louisville said: 

„% No policeman has the right to interfere 
with the election in any sort of way except 
to keep the peace inviolate. No other of- 
ficer, whether he be the United States of- 
ficer, city officer, or county officer, ought to 
interfere with a free, full, and fair election, 
and if there is such an interference I charge 
it upon you, no matter what that man may 
call himself, whether he be a United States 
Marshal or @ policeman, or what not. if he 
th a free, full, and fair election 
in this county it will be your duty to indict

lar United States marshal will be ar- 
rested for impersonating an officer.

The police officers are the only 
ones who have the right to make arrests 
without warrants, and they will only do so 
in case of disorder at the polls or unwar-

There has been 
a marked decrease of typhoid fever since 
the diversion of the sewage from the public 
water supply, or since June, 1808, when the 
Twelfth and Twenty-second street sewers 
were diverted from the lake to the South 
Brapch. | 
Niné months after June, 1898, or April, 1899, 
there had been an improvement of 50 per cent 
in the sanitary quality of the water as com- 
pared with the same period the year before. 

Since the opening of the drainage chan- 


nel in January last the improvement has ex- 


tended to all the cribs.

Americans and Anglo-Indians Excel in 
_ Uniform, Germans Have Best Camp 
mipment, but Japanese Are 
Busiest and Best Disciplined— 
‘Transportation Question Consid- 
ered Highly Important—Diplomatic 
Relations Somewhat Complicated.

TIEN TSIN, China, Oct. 1.—[{ 
ence.]—With troops of eight nations elbow 
to elbow under actual field conditions, both 


Pekin and Tien Tsin afford a rich field of 
comparative military observation, of which 


‘the officers of the various forces are taking 


keen advantage. Staffs of the continental 
armies everywhere taking note of equip- 
ments methods. 

This big camp is a military congress as 
complete as if only for display and 
the contrast een the forces is marked, 
alike in — method, and discipline, 
yet observing officers find little room for 
criticism of any particular contingent of the 
Chinese expeditionary force. In equipment 
and uniform there is apparently little ques- 
tion that the American and British troops 
are superior. The khaki is in strong con- 
trast to the showy French and Italian uni- 
forms, while the Germans, otherwise a mag- 
nificent and picked body of men, are handi- 
capped in comparison by their ill fitting 
clothing. The German uniform is a mustard 


‘yellow khaki, apparently of inferior quality. 


The blouse is long and loose, without pockets, 
the trousers loose, and no leggings are worn 
by the infantry. This is completed with a 
wide brimmed straw, hat. One almost over- 
looks the awkwardness of the uniform, how- 
ever, in the splendid drill and discipline of 
the Kaiser’s Chinese army, while their field 
equipment, though a bit heavy, compares 
favorably to that of any other force. 


Anglo-Indian Troops Picturesqué. 

By. far the most picturesque troops here 
are the British native regiments from India. 
‘Great Britain has no white Aroops here ex- 
cept a part of the Royal Welsh Fusileers, 
known as the Duke of Connaught’s Own,“ 
and a battalion of Australian volunteer naval 
reserves. The show of Tien Tsin is the Six- 
teenth Bengal Lancers outon parade. Mag- 
nificently mounted on country breds, superb 
riders, equipment as perfect as care can 
make it, the Sixteenth is a regiment any na- 
tion could feel proud of. The Indian cavalry 
is probably the héaviest armed mounted 
troops in the world, Bach man carries the 
long, heavy lance, revolver, carbine, and 
heavy saber. The Bombay Lancers are not 
inferior, and the food regiments, which in- 
clude the Rajputs, the Punjabs, and the Bel- 
oochistans, make a splendid appearance. 


German Camp a Model. 

The big Ge camp is easily the model 
of all the camps about Tien Tsin. The Ger- 
mans have a scheme for use of the shelter 
tent which is considered to be idea] for 
warm weather. The pieces o of canvas of an 
entire company are lashed together and 
erected in the shape of a shed without parti- 
tions. The German cooking equipment is 
complete in every detail, and they have a 
wonderful outfit of wagons and transport. 

The question of transport is the most inter- 
esting to military observers, and the British 
have come in for much praise. The British 
forces in China have the m 
transport for the character 
they are called upon to perform. Each 
company is complete with its own pack 
train, from which it is not separated. Stout 
little Indian mules carry all supplies, and 
so far the British troops have not suffered 
for lack of supplies in any of the marches 
the allies have made. In common with the 
Japanese the British employ a pares num- 
ber of coolies.

RUSSIA WILL.NOT BUILD ROAD. 


Prince Khilkoff Denies Story That His 
Country Will Construct Railway 
from Samarkand to Hankow. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 5.—Prince Khil- 
koff, Russian Minister of Railways, denies 
categorically the assertion of a leading Ger- 
man newspaper that Russia is planning to 
construct a railway from Samarkand to 
Hankow via the Kashgar Valley, Lake Ku- 
kunor, and the Wei Ho and Hoang Ho Val- 
leys or any other route. He asserts the in- 
tervening mountains are all but impassable 
and that such a line would cost billions of 
dollars, though it possibly may be built a 
hundred years from now.

The chief and dangerous 
principles then enunciated were the free 
coinage of silver; the threat to reconstrutt 
the Supreme Court, so as to get a decision 
upholding the constitutionality. of an in- 
come tax law like the one of 1804; and the 
condemnation of the suppression of Debs- 
ism by the federal authorities, such con- 
demnation being an indorsement of mob 
law. 

The paramount issue of 1896 was free 
silver. Concerning it the Kansas City plat- 
form says: |

unlimited coinage of 


This year, as four years ago, the Bryan- 
ites seem to think there is something both 
patriotic and valuable in an “ American 
financial system —a system differing from 
that of any other nation and made by 
Americans for themselves alone.” If the 
Bryanites mean what they say they be- 
lieve that loyalty to republican institutions 
makes it imperative that the financial sys- 
tem of the United States shall be unlike 
that of any “ monarchy ” or empire,“ and 
that if that unlikeness does not exist foreign- 
ers will conclude that Americans are servile 
imitators of European monetary methods. 

What the Bryanites ask is that the 
United States because it is a republic 
should disregard the laws of trade and 
finance which are of world-wide applica- 
tion, and that it should refuse to recognize 
existing conditions or to listen to the dic- 
tates of common sense. 

Unless to be patriotic is to be absurd 
there can be nothing patriotic in adopting 
a financial system which civilized peoples 
will perceive is based on unsound ideas of 
finance and which was adopted only be- 
cause the men responsible for it were in 
ignorance as to what is honest and ex- 
pedient in trade. The adoption by this 
country of a financial system unknown else- 
where, except in a few half-civilized lands, 
would mean that the United States meant 
to cut loose from the rest of the world 
so far as the use of money in foreign 
commerce and exchanges is concerned. A 
monetary system peculiar to the United 
‘States would be one that “stopped at the 
shore.” So whenever Americans had deal- 
ings with foreigners they would have to 
recognize their system, which is based on 
gold, the universal currency. Without such 
recognition there would be no foreign trade. 

The United States can make an Ameri- 
can currency “for Americans alone” out 
of pop corn, old shoes, or stamped leather. 
It can force Americans to use that cur- 
rency in making exchanges of commodities, 
but the values of commodities as reckoned in 
that currency will correspond to the ac- 
tual and not to the fictitious value of the 
latter. That currency will have a value 
greater than it actually possesses only 
when creditors are forced to take it at an 
excessive value in satisfaction of old debts. 

Foreigners will have no respect for a 


purely American currency not based on 


gold. They will take it for what it is ac- 
tually worth, not what Congress has said 
it should be worth. At present American 
silver and paper can be exchanged for gold 
abroad for a slight commission, because 
they are exchangeable for gold at home. 
Were there a purely American currency 
not based on gold its value in foreign 
countries would be what merchants would 
be willing to give for the commodity out 
of which that currency was made. 

There is a phrase in the Democratic plat- 
form which is as ludicrous as it is famboy- 
ant. It is that a purely American system 
should be adop “without waiting for 
the aid or consent of any other nation.” 
The oftener this is repeated the more 
ridiculous does it sound. Common sense 
and not inability to get the consent of some 
foreign nation is what has kept this coun- 
try from adopting a financial system of 
which the outside world would say it had 
not one element of sound finance associated 
with it. This Bryanite declaration seems 
to, imply that usually the United States 
hag waited for the consent of some for- 
eign nation or nations before enacting cur- 
rency legislation. Bryan would like to have 
his followers believe that that has been 
the case, though it never has been. 

The American people would have acted 
wisely, however, if they had on several 
occasions, when enacting monetary legis- 
lation, studied the experiments of foreign 
nations—of monarchical ones even. Amer- 
icans are not so. endowed with supreme 
wisdom that they can with safety dis- 
regard the „universal experience of man: 
kind. If that teaches anything it is that 
a currency which possesses no intrinsic 
value and is not rédeemable in coin, or a all- 
ver currency such as the Bryanites demand 


for their “ Americen financial system,” will 
depreciate, the result being instability of 


values and fifinite injury to the country

Probably it is untrue as to 
those in the Dast. There has been so much 


| said for many years about the “ coercion ” 


and “intimidation” of wage-earners by 
employers, and so much false prejudice has 
been created against the latter, that they are 
nervously anxious to avoid doing anything 
which may even faintly resemble an attempt 
to influence the votes of those who work 
for them. They are so desirous to avoid 
giving oceasion fox offense that they lean 
backwards, ‘They often refuse to take the 


active part in a campaign they would like | 
to take, and as good citizens should take, | 


lest it might be charged that they were seek- 
ing to “ coerce” their employés. + 

The men at the head of large factories 
refuse to permit any one to visit their works 
to poll the men, Such a visit would be per- 
fectly innocent, but employers are afraid 
their workmen would see in it an attempt 
on their part to’ find out how their work- 
men meant to vote. When an employer is 
asked by an employs for advice as to how 
he shall vote he is reluctant to give it, for 
he fears that his action may be miscon- 
atrued. ge 

Employers know the futility of “ coer- 
cion,” direct or indirect. They know that 
one of their workmen when alone with his 
Australian ballot in a polling booth will do 
as he pleases, and that nobody can find out 
what it has pleased him to do. Employers 
are aware also of the mischievousness of at- 
tempts at coercion. They are familiar with 
the sturdy, independent nature of American 
workingmen and their quickness to resent 
anything which seems to them an attempt at 
dictation in politics. They know that if 
they were to do no more than urge strongly 
the men in their employ to vote for certain 
candidates many of those who had intended 
so to vote would be quick to take offense and 
vote the other way. | 

The Bryan leaders have jibbered 
santly during this campaign about “ coer- 
cion.” They have not been able to give one 
well authenticated instance of it. They 
have not given the name of a solitary em- 
ployer who has brought pressure to bear 
on those who work for him, by threats or 
hints of digcharge, or of an intention to 
shut down his works, to vote for the candi- 
date whom he prefers. Nevertheless, this 
“intimidation ” charge, made so often and 
so falsely this year, will be repeated at 
every succeeding Presidential election. 
Really, the employers and not the employés 
are the ones who are intimidated. 


KING DEMOS. 
It is doubtful if any bolder or more 


earnest criticism of American political and 


social institutions, by a man in no wise 
regarded as an agitator, was ever uttered 
before a cultivated Chicago audience than 
that of Dr. G. Stanton Coit of London 
before the Ethical society on Sunday. His 
subject was the “ Failure of Democracy,” 
and he began with the declaration that 
active popular eonfidence in democracy as 
an ideal had largely subsided during the 
last ten years. Democracy in France, 
Britain, and most conspicuously in this 
country, was declared a failure—a fact 
greedily commented upon in numerous 
recent books by conservative writers. 
Real democracy, however, was asserted 
by Dr. Coit to be a thing which had never 
been tried, particularly in this country. 
Our written constitution was characterized 
as a peculiarly effective device for fore- 
stalling the popular will, and the fixed terms 
of the President and the members of Con- 
gress were contrasted with the British sys- 
tem under which the Premier may be 
changed by a majority of the House of 
Commons and Parliament may at any time 
be dissolved by the Premier if it appears 
to be at variance with the will of the coun- 
try. For these reasons our government 
was pronounced distinctively less demo- 
cratic in form than that of England. 
„Not less radical was the contention that 
universal manhood suffrage was, under 
present conditions, a colossal mistake and 
a contradiction of the idea of democracy 
namely: that the intelligence and character 
of a community should administer its gov- 
ernment. The enfranchisement of the negro 
in the South was accordingly characterized 
as a political crime. The important ex- 
tensions of the suffrage in England in 1867 
and 1885 were also alleged to have been 
followed by a distinct. detefioration in the 
character of government there, 

The third contention, and one which 
looked toward remedies, Ws that a man 
who toils ten hours a day has not the leisure 


‘properly to exercise sovereignty, and that 


to bestow or impose its exercise upon him 
under such circumstances is a blunder, not 
to say an act of bad faith. 


Some persons in the audience would have 
been quite ready to take issue with the 
Speaker on this point and to urge the edu- 
cational advantages of even a stumbling 
use of the franchise. Others were likewise 
unprepared to agree with him that the. 
state should carry on as the highest of 
all its ctions the religious culture of 
the people, instead of turning this supreme 
matter over to the halting and competing 
efforts of the sects, . 

Dr. Coit’s criticisms are at least not dull. 
Neither are they to be received with 
nervous resentment. Indeed, his utter- 
ances are those not only of a polished gen- 
tleman and a person of deep moral earnest- 
ness, who, though now resident in London, 
was the pioneer in social settlement work 
in New York and in this country, but also 
of one who, while fearlessly arraigning the 
methods of present day democracy, believes 
in the ultimate triumph of king demos. 
Honest criticism will do democracy, here or 
elsewhere, no harm, nor will it do us any 
harm to face any and all strictures earnest- 
ly faid upon our institutions. Instead of 
saying unkind things, therefore, about Dr. 
Coit’s hard sayings, we give them fair and 
calm notice.

Lord Darnley has no ancestral connection 
whatsoever with the peer of that name, who 
married Mary, Queen.of Scots, and who was 


of the name of Thomas Bligh, who was 
raised to the peerage during the reign of 
Queen Anne, and was descended from one 
of the „ who accompanied Cromwell 
to Ireland.- | 


In the female line the present Lord Darn- 
ley is descended from the Dukes of Lennox, 
and there is a petition, presented by the late 
Earl to the House of Lords, demanding the 
transfer of the dukedom of Lennox, now 
held by the Duke of Richmond, to the Earls 
of Darnley. The last of the legitimate Dukes 
of Lennox died in 1672, when, there being no 
male heir, King Charles II., as nearest male 
relative of the Duke, appropriated the peer- 
age and conferred it, along with the duke- 
dom of Richmond, upon his illegitimate son 
by Louise de Querouailles, Duchess of Ports- 
mouth. - 

The dukedom of Lennox, however was a 
Scotch dukedom, and nearly half of the peer- 
ages of Scotland are transmissible through 
the female, as well as through the male, line. 
There is a doubt as to whether the dukedom 
of Lennox belongs to this category of peer- 
ages or not. But if it does come under that 
head, then undoubtedly the Darnley claim 
is a just one. For the last Duke of Lennox 
of what may be called the legitimate line, 
although he left no son, was survived by a 
daughter, Lady Catherine Stewart, one of 
whose legitimate descendants married that 
Irish attorney, John Bligh, who was created 
by Queen Anne Earl of Darnley, as above 
described. i |

In spite of the denials which have been 
published it seems ‘certain that the Duke 
of Connaught is about to resign his office 
as commander-in-chief of the military forces 
in Ireland. He is taking this step mainly on 
account of the Duchess, who not only finds 
the damp climate of Ireland most injurious 
to her health—she is a martyr to rheumatism 
—but who likewise has been unable to get 
along either with the Vice Regal party at 
Dublin Castle or with the military authori- 
ties in Ireland. 

The Duchess is the most modest, unas- 
suming, and simple-mannered of royal 
Princesses, and when her husband com- 
manded the troops at Bombay she got along 
splendidly with the Governor, Lord Reay, 
and with Lady Reay, who are people of in- 
finite tact. But Lady Cadogan is not so 

fted, and, forgetful of the fact that there 
s no such office as that of Vice-reine, she 

resumes on the position of her husband as 
Viceroy to affect, if not a superiority, at any 
rate a species of patronizing equality to the 
Duchess, which’ the latter, as a royal per- 
sonage. cannot but resent. 

A ‘soldier’s daughter, the Princess does not 
object to see her husband yield in military 
matters the pas to his military superiors. 
But she sees no reason why she, a member 
of the reigning houses of Great Britain and 
of Prussia, should permit herself to be 
patronized by mere gentlewomen, who have 
no official position of their own, and who 
only enjoy a little of the refleeted glory of 
their husbands. 

It is said in London that the Duke has 
been urged to hold his resignation-in abey- 
ance until a successor to Lord Cadogan 1s 
appointed, and it is possible that the nomi- 
nation of some peer, whose wife is more 
agreeable to the Duchess than the Countess 
of Cadogan, may induce the Duke to recon- 
‘sider his decision. Should the Duke, how- 
ever, persist, it would have the effect ot 
seriously compromising his prospects of be- 
coming commander-in-chief of the British 
army in succession to Lord Roberts. For if 
he retires now he will, according to military 
regulations, become ineligible for any fur- 
ther military service or command, while if 
he completes his term of office its expiration 
would only be four months before the con- 
clusion of Lord Roberts’ term as Generalis-
